RCW42.56.230 and 2010 ¢ 106 s 102 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

The follow ng personal information is exenpt from public inspection
and copyi ng under this chapter:

(1) Personal information in any files maintained for students in
public schools, patients or clients of public institutions or public
heal th agencies, or welfare recipients;

(2) Personal information, including but not limted to, addresses,
t el ephone nunbers, personal electronic mail addresses, social security
nunbers, energency contact and date of birth information for a
participant in a public or nonprofit programserving or pertaining to
children, adolescents, or students, including but not Iimted to early
learning or child care_services, parks and recreation prograns, youth
devel opnent _prograns, and_after-school _prograns. Ener gency _cont act
information_may be provided to_ appropriate_ authorities_ and_nedical
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personnel for the purpose of treating the individual during an

ener gency situation;

(3) Personal information in files maintained for enployees,
appoi ntees, or elected officials of any public agency to the extent
that disclosure would violate their right to privacy;
